Congress is off to a traditional 
flying start and there will be a 
flurry of excitement until the 


The 83rd 


Committee assignments are 
made and the Senate organized. | 
The new Republican leadership, 
in taking over committees, will 
have to organize the profession- 
al staffs, get committee and hear- 
ing rooms arranged, and make| 
other necessary preparations for| 
the real work of Congress. It! 
is expected to be at least a 
month before any real work will 
be done on legislation. 

During the recent holidays I 
prepared my own legislation 
program which will place em- 
phasis on three main objectives: 
1. Reform of the nominating and 
election system of the Federal 
Government by Constitution- 
al Amendment. 

Modernizing the taxation 
system with greater relief as 
prirhe objective. 

Stabilizing of political think- 
ing in a "common sense" ap- 
proach to national and inter- 
national problems. 

By the time you read this I 
will have seven measures in the 
Congress and hold high expecta- 
lions of seeing some of these 
proposals enacted into law, Of 
course these matters’ mentioned 
will not be the limit of my ac- 
tivities. There are many diver- 
sified questions always arising 
in which I will be interested and 
will offer amendments, debate. 
and vote on. y 

Most of you by this time are 
familiar with my proposals to: 

1, abolish the electoral col- 
lege system of electing the Presi- 
dent and Vice President, nad to 
establish a system under which 
the electoral votes would be di- 
vided among the candidates up- 


on the basis of the percentage of 
popular votes received by each. 

2, provide for selection of the 
| candidates of the major political 
parties for President and Vice 
President in general primaries. 

3. provide for the holding of 
special elections to fill vacan- 
cies in the office of President 
where such vacancies occur at 
least 90 days to off-year con- 
&ressiomal elections, 

I also have a bill which if en- 
acted would provide three days 
for national elections. I have 
not yet introduced ‘this bill as 
I'm not entirely sold on its 
worth, although Bill Hearst who 
suggested it to me makes per- 
suasive arguments for it. (For 
instance, if a bad ‘storm hit 
Florida on election day, which 
falls in the “hurricane season” 
it might be impossible for many 
voters to get to the polls — or 
even for polling places to be 
opened.)

COMBAT  SERVICEMEN 
MAY GET INCOME TAX RE- 
FUND. 


The Revenue Act of 1950 
in 1951, provides that enlisted 
men may exclude from federal 
gross income tax all active serv- 
ice pay, and officers may ex- 
clude up to $200 of their pay, 
for any month they served in a| 
combat zone after June 24, 1950.

Also excluded is income re- 
veived while a serviceman was 
hospitalized as the result of 
wounds, disease or injury in- 
curred while serving in the com- 
bat zone . . . the withholding| 
statement (form W-2) issued to| 
each man in service by armed| 
forces disbursing officers should 
not include combat zone pay ... 
frequently, the disbursing of- 
ficer makes this notation on the 
form.

combat zone or hospital, 

Members of the armed forces 
in the U. S. or its possessions 
are required to file income tax 
statements on March 15th of 
each year in the same manner 
as the general public. A 90-day 
extension of time may be grant- 
ed without penalty to service- 
men who are stationed outside 
the U. S, Alaska and Hawaii, 
provided they apply for a de- 
ferment under Section 513 of 
the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Civil 
Relief Act,
